Seniors, Postgrads View Draft 


During the summer the world situation worsened by the 
Viet Nam conflict. Because the U.S. committed herself to help 
South Viet Nam, President Johnson called for a revision of 
the draft law. 

Since many of the seniors and post graduates are or will 
be of draft age, the Bayonet staff asked them, the following 
question: What is your opinion of the present draft law 
and in what way will it affect you? Though there were ap- 
provals and disapprovals of the law, the majority of the 
cadets agreed that the draft law would affect either their 
'education or their plans of marriage. 


Buzz Cannon: There is nothing wrong with our present 
draft law. A man who will accept our freedoms but is not 
|willing to fight for them should not deserve those freedoms. 

. Gavin Murdock: This to me is the black sheep of your 
American Heritage. I strongly feel that as an American you 
should have a deep and abiding faith in individualism, equal- 
ity and freedom of your ability. ... As a Canadian I look down 
on America’s forcing able men into the army rather than serve 
their country in a field they are better qualified. In Canada 
/we have no draft but a strong army. Peter Roenke: ... I think 
|the laws are good for those who are making colleges a career 
or an asylum. 

Bill Ruth: .. . If there is no defense for our freedoms, in- 
vaders would take those freedoms from me. I like my free- 
doms and will serve my country when the time arrives. 
Gary Vayo: I think the draft is great for others, but not for 


ime. After I graduate, I plan to marry and, have ten chil- 
dren. I am going to sit high on the hog and never get draft- 
ed. I won’t worry until my sons are of age. 


Dave Elms: In most cases greediness is the cause of most 
wars. The younger generation is the one that has to do the 
fighting. Don’t get me wrong. If I were called, I would go 
willingly, but only because I want the generation after me to 
have a free nation as I have had thus far. Cary Rossman:... 
I am proud to know that my country feels that I am good 
enough to play a part in its defense. Clarence Reynolds: . . 
I think that anyone that tries to dodge the draft is a cow- 
ard: z.+ 

Mac McInnis: . . . I believe that if one can be drafted 
when he is eighteen, he should be old enough to vote or do 
just anything. Don Cornett: .. . if we have to fight, we will 
need everyone. Yet it seems this generation’s battle cry is 
“Why Me?” Ron Phillips: I don’t think there should be a 
draft law. I think it should be voluntary. ... I think this 
law will affect me because I will be drafted. 

James Tessada: ... I think the draft. law is 100 per cent 
O.K. We don’t want to be caught off guard as in World 
Wars vn: 

Mike Macabe: I think the present draft law is extreme- 
ly outdated. If one is old enough to die for his country, then 
he should enjoy the rights of any fellow man... but.I do feel 
that it is an honor and a privilege to serve one’s country. 

George Perez (Cuba: . .. I don’t like to kill people, and I 
don’t want to be killed, but, if I had to fight the communists, 
I would do so gladly.... Mitch Zinder: ... the effect on me 
is that I must make good grades in college in order not: to be 
drafted. Jack Horken: When one lives in a country such as 
ours, there are certain sacrifices he must make to preserve 
this way of life.... 

Don Atkinson: The draft law is a necessity. I feel every- 
one should da his part to stop the communists.... Charles 
Kiser: When there is a need, the need should be met... . 
Herbert Walling: ... Too much is being said about the new 
draft law. Some of the passages are ridiculous, but I think 
the law is a necessity. ... Wayne Willis: I feel the present 
draft law is really a step toward the communistic form of 
government. ... 

Robert Woodruff: . In my opinion, more high school 
drop outs should be drafted instead of those in school or col- 
lege. ... 

Jim, Nordin: I think the draft law will help the country, 
but not the individual. ... Nat Roper: I don’t have much of 
an opinion, since it won’t have much: influence on me... . 
(A.R.’s note: I have news for you.) 

Rich Connelly: . . . exactly nothing as of now. I am 
classified as 1-SH and plan to stay that way for at least a few 
more years. I will worry when the time comes. . Roy Props: 

.. I’m not over anxious about going into the service, but I’m 
not going to fight it.... Pete Dyer: I do not worry about the 
draft laws because I am going to join the navy.... Gordon 
Bennett: . .. The government has the right to take anyone 
into service, so there is not much one can do.... 

Ronald Harris: .. . To me the law means that I should 
get my education before the draft board gets me.... Ted 
Evans: To me the draft law is fair. If there were no present 
day conflict, there would be no need for a draft law. The 
Americans of the past have fought for our American Heri- 
tage, so, therefore, we should be proud to do the same. 

The editors of the Bayonet are in agreement that the 
present draft law is fair, but could use revision. Personal 
sacrifice in the defense of one’s country is the supreme ideal 
for which our forefathers fought and died. In our present 
Democracy this ideal is not archaic.
